THE STATE DEBT. 


The machine candidate for Governor 


continues to boast of the great achieve- 
ment of the RflpnMisan party of Penn- 
sylvania in reducing the "Democratic 
State debt of $40.000 000 to ita present 
figure. He forgets to mention Unit that 
debt was created by a liberal policy ol 
canal and railroad improvements which 
wonderfully developed the resources of 
the Commonwealth by extending the 
facilities of transportation. While ex- 
aggera in? the amount of the debt by a 
couple of millions, its liquidation began 
undpr Democratic auspices before' the 
existence of a Republican party in turn 
State. 


But whether through inadvertency or 


want of suttieient knowledge of the po- 
litical history of tho Commonwealth, the 
candidate makes his greatest lapse in 
ignoring the fact thai before the "Repub- 
lican party exercised any governmental 
control in Pennsylvania the Democratic 
parly had imbedded in the State Con- 
stitution the provision for extinguishing 
the public debt. This was the amend- 
ment of 1S57. whieh provides the stiru 
means of liquidating the State indebted- 
ness. By this provision the State au- 
thorities were required to maintain a 
sinking fund sufficient to pay off not less 
than i?250.000 of the principal of tho 
debt every year. The funds created for 
this purpose were the proceeds of tho 
•sains of the public works; the income or 
proceeds of stocks owned by the Com- 
monwealth, and "all otber revenues of 
the State not required for the ordinary 
and current expenses of State govern 
ment " 


With the machinery thus provided by 


the Constitution ih was an eaiy matter 
to pay oil the State debt. The State of- 
ficials of no party could have evaded this 
duty of payment with the abundant re- 
sources pHced at their command with- 
out violating tlie organic law and sub- 
jecting themselves to impeachment, for 
misdemeanor. What the machine candi- 
date for Governor seeks to appropriate 
for the llppublican party belongs to the 
coercive power of the State Constitution 
in compelling the extinguishment of the 
public debt. 


For this important reform the chief 


credit belongs to the venerable Charleii 
R. Buckalew, whose name is so closely 
identified with the constitutional history 
of Pennsylvania. It was Mr. Buckalew 
who framed the debt-paying amendment 
to the State Constitution, who intro- 
duced it in the State Senate (of which 
he was the leading Democratic member), 
and who carried it through a Democratic 
Legislature in 1857, when it was ratified 
by a Democratic majority at the ballot- 
box. It is with ill grace, then, that the 
machine candidate for Governor under- 
takes to rob the men who secured the 
liquidation of the State debt of the 
honorsithat are due them. Is the pres- 
ent Republican organization of Pennsyl- 
vania so barren of honorable achieve- 
ment as to make it necessary to resort 
to so shabby a partisan deception '/ So 
prone are tha people to forget the work 
of their taithful servants to listen to the 
cajoleries of demagogues that they need 
little ptomptmg from Colonel Stone to 
cause them to ignore tbe real architects 
of the credit of the Commonwealth. Bui 
the question now is not of the past, but 
how to protect the Commonwealth from 
its spoilers of the machine in the future.

A Harrisburg correspondent writes 


Tuere are two problems ot serioua im 
porlance t'asing the treasuiy ollieials ol 
Pennsylvania to-day. Tne nrat is, how 
for the sake of tbe Republican machine 
by whose favor they hold cjfiice, the fad 
that there is a practical deficit of nearly 
$3,000,000 in the slate treasury can bt 
disguised or explained satisfactorily tit 
the voters. The second is, how they car 
get the additional money which will be 
absolutely needed for the coming year's 
expenses it machine rule is to be contin 
ued, or unless an anli-Kepubliean Legis 
latuve shall be chosen this fall and shal 
proceed immediately after convening, tc 
stop all the steals and cut off all extrava 
gaiiees. 


A3 to preventing the people from learn' 


ing that there ia a deceit, that it 19 an 
ugly one, and that it will sooner or later 
produce no end of embarrassment, hot) 
for the State and its creditors—that is 
simply impossible. The facts are too 
plain. The ordinarily intelligent man 
has but to take up the reports of the 
state treasurer and auditor general and 
glance for a moment at tbe figures 
bo satisfy himself as to the melancholy 
and disgraceful truth. Each year, foi 
the four years last past, the appropria- 
tions have exceeded the estimated ex- 
penditures, and the actual expenditures 
have been greater than the estimated in- 
come by from two to four millions of 
dollars. For the year 1898 the treasurer's 
estimate of income, leaving the sinking 
fund out of consideration, was $li,1 
928, whilo he found that, in going ovei 
the 1897 appropriation bills and adding 
to tneir totals the overdue payments on 
previous appropriations, there would be 
needed during 1898, again omitting the 
siuking fund items, the enormous sum 
of $17,346,823. That sort of flnaaceering, 
continued for a few years would bank 
rupt even a standard Oil trust. 


Corruption and waste have been COD- 


spicious in Pennsylvania state govern- 
mental matters for very many years, 
but it waa not until Beaver's administra- 
tion began,in 1887, that tbe looters got 
things down Cue and began stealing and 
squandering by wholesale. Undoubtedly 
tbsre were monies unnecessarily expend- 
ed from 1883 to 1SS6 inclusive uuder 
Palti30n,but the total expenditures were 
nevertheless Comparatively modest. The 
following taken from the reports of the 
auditor general, show the total expendi- 
tures during that period on current ac- 
eount—that is, less interest, loans re- 
deemed and "United States bonds pur- 
chased :

So that the Hastings administration

And, except for tbe disastrous effect it 
is apt to have upon the prospects of Re- 
publican success it November, when the 
t'acts become generally known, as they 
certainly will be, they don't care much. 
They are just now most concerned re- 
garding the threat of certain school dis- 
iricts to test the state's right to hold 
moneys that have been appropriated to 
;lieir use and that are due under the 
.erms of the law. If that test should be 
made and the decision be against the 
state, it would not be surprising to see 
the treasury issuing orders at uo distant 
day in payment of salaries and other 
current expenses. Of course, if that 
result can be avoided, it will be, and in 
jope of avoiding it the treasury officials 
are busily engaged in devising schemes 
to get more money out ot the corpora- 
tions as tax on their capital stock, etc. 
This will be done by raising the assess- 
ments as made in the auditor general's 
department, and if that plan will not 
work, then they will be prepared with a 
bill, to accomplish it,- which they will 
nrge upon the legislature next winter, 
.f that legislature is an anti-machine 
body, as is now hoped, it will address 
tself rather to lopping off expenditures 
"han to devise new tax-schemes.

In his speech at South Bethlehem last 


Monday Mr. Jenks said :

"This campaign is a peculiar one. It 


is not only a struggle for oflice, but it is 
likewise a struggle for principle. There 
has sprung up in our midst a combina^ 
tion, well organized, well established, t 
right to make all the laws; that say?

What possible defense can be 
made of an act which is on its face in- 
defensible, inexcusable and criminal 'i 
It is said that the plain people, farmers 
and others, in the country districts are 
very much stirred up over the revela- 
tions which Mr. Huywood'a letter and 
telegram conveyed to them. Their taxes 
and their schools are matters -of the 
greatest importance to them. 
Their 


local taxes are graded according to the 
amount of the State appropriation to 
Iheir district. If it is reduced they must 
ihemselves. make up the-difference. If 
tis withheld they are embarrassed, then- 
school teachers are unpaid and a great 
wrong is done to worthy people. 


This would never happen if the State 
Treasury were honestly administered. 
It is impossible to accommodate speculat- 
ng politicians with loans on the security 
o£ the State money and pay that money 
;o the State's creditors. l!n order that 
B. R Quay may have $100 000 to buy 
street railway stock, the school teachers 
must wait for their nay, or else the 
school districts must borrow money and 
pay interest on it because the money 
which should go to the school districts is 
being used for the personal profit of 
some politician with a pull on the 
Treasury. 


IE this ia not resented in every school 
district in thp State we know not what 
would move them. This misuse of the 
jublic funds, their diversion from the 
Treasury to private nses, is an incident 
of machine rule in Pennsylvania. The 
State Treasury has always been used by 
tbe State machine as its private prop- 
erty. A State Treasurer—even such a 
one as Haywood—would not send money 
to Philadelphia to be held as security for 
a loan to'R. K. Quay unless some power 
whom the Treasurer recognized as a 
superior ordered this done. 
These things are a part of machine 


rule. To break them up that rule must 
be destroyed. As a first step toward it 
au anti-machine legislature must be 
chosen, and tbe head of the machine, 
tfr. M. S. Quay, must be deposed from 
the United States Senate.

APPOUTIONMENTS. 


A GROSS rNJPSTICE PERPETUATED BY 


THE RKPUItUCAN PARTY UPON THE 
DEMOCRATIC CITIZENS OF I'ENNSYL- 
VANIA—11OW ONE REPUBLICAN HAN 
A GKKATKR RKPRKSENTATION THAN 
I'lVE DEMOCRATS — IGNORING THK 
CONSTITUTION TO SERVE I'AKTY ISNIJS 
—CANDIDATE QOIMN-S SHAKE IN THIS 
CRmE AND .SPOIL. 


The preeent constitution of Pennsyl- 


vania was enacted in 1873, and went in- 
to operation on Jan. 1, 1874. Section 18 
of Article 2, is as follows : "The geuer- 
eral assembly, at its first session afte 
the adoption of this conslit.ution, and 
immediately after each United States 
decennial census, shall apportion the 
State into senatorial and representative 
districts," etc., etc. 


A like provision is made with reference 


to the judiciary of the State, and com- 
mon fairness suggests that the congress- 
ional districts should be apportioned juat 
aa frequently and at the same times. 


• How the Republican party in Pennsyl- 
vania has treated the mandatory pro' 
visions ol the constilutbn above quoted 
is shown in the fact that the last 
portiouments were enacted an follows: 


Senatorial, 1874 ; representative, I8S7; 


congressional, 1887. 


For 24 years, therefore, they have been 


persistently refusing to do, with refer- 
ence to the senatorial apportionment, 
what tbe fundamental law commands ; 
for ten years they have been similarly 
derelict with refererence to tbe represen- 
tative apportionment, and for a like 
number of years they have allowed a 
congressional apportionment to stand, 
which, by a fair rendering oE the people's 
will, should have at that time been set 
aside. 


The reason ia very plain. They derive 


a larger advantage in representation from 
their rernissueas. Not only do they shut 
out the Democrats from their fair share 
of senators and members, but they also 
checkmate that elemeut of their own 
party that chafes at "bossism" and the 
iunumberable evils that always attach 
to it. 


To illustrate the gross injustice of 


these procedures to the Democratic party: 
In the senate of 1897 there were 44 Re- 
publicans and 6 Dernoeiats. In 180G the 
Republicans reached the high water 
mark as to majorities in the vote for 
president. In that year there were east 
for McKiuley 728,300 votes, and for Bry- 
an 433,228 votea. By dividing the num- 
ber of seuators foreach patty into the 
party vote it will be found that there 
are: 


One Republican senator for each 16, 


5o3 Republican votes. 


One Democratic senator for each 72,- 


204 Democratic votes. 


Make a like calculation aa to the mem- 


bers of the lower house of the state 
legislature, which had 171 Republicans 
to 33 Democrats, aud the following will 
be the result: 


One Republican member for every 4,- 


259 Republican voles. 


One Democratic member for every 


13,128 Democratic votes. 


The American system makes every 


citizen politically equal, and the laws 
are supposed, and in fact, are constitu- 
tionally to be ma'la to enforce that rule; 
yet here we have a method of electing 
senators iu Pennsylvania that makesone 
Republican as good as four and a half 
Democrats—that ia, that gives one Re- 
publican as large a voice in this matter 
as four and a half Democrats. 


As to the congressional representation, 


the injustice is even greater. Including 
the two elected at large, Pennsylvania 
has 30 members of the national house of 
representatives. Of these 27 were elect- 
ed as Republicans and but three as Dem- 
ocrats. Here we have: 


One Republican membeer for every 


20,933 Republican votes. 


One Democrat for every 144.409 votea. 
Which makes every Republican vote 


count, in this regatd, aa much as live and 
a half Democratic votes. 


Aa showing the gross injustice of the 


present senatorial apportionment, many 
specific instances might be ci'ted. 
Let 


one suffice. According to the census of 
1800, Luzerne had a population of 201,203, 
and Lackawana a population of 142,108, 
making a total of 343,291. The senator- 
ial districts in these two counties, uuder 
the act of 1874, which ia still operative, 
overlap, part of the Luzerne diRtrict ex- 
teuding into Lackawanna. Together, 
they have two senators, or one senator 
for 171,645 of population. 


The county o£ Lebanon has but 48,131 


population, yet 3he haa a senator by her- 
self. 


That senator for the last 12 years was 


General Gobm, now the Republican can- 
didate for lieutenant governor on tbe 
machine ticket; and General Gobin is 
one of the men who have exercised the 
moat potent influence in perpetuating 
this great wrong by openly opposing or 
secretly conniving againat any new ap- 
portionment. 


Every legislator who has done this, or 


been in any way obstructor of apportion- 
ment legislation has been guilty of per- 
ury, for all take oath to obey the con- 
stitution which peremptorily demands 
it. 


Are the Democrats not justified in ar- 


raigning the Republican party for this 
trnons; its myriads of other great wrongs 
and persistent ignoring ot the plain letter 
of the constitution ?

The cost of the state in 1883 of printers' 


supplies, printing and publishing of all 
books, documents aud papers except th« 
Legislative Record, the cost of which l» 
contained in a special item, was $281,808, 
the appropriation covering the years 18SI! 
aud 1S84. 


The cost of same during the entire first 


term of Governor Pattisou was $(i03,803, 
aud this with an extra session on his 
hands. 


Beaver succeeded P.iUison in 1887, and 


undei' his lour years' rule the cost waa 
swelled to $918,216. 


Pattison succeeded Beaver in 1891, and 


despite the opposition of a Republican 
legislature and the printers' lobby, he 
knocked off $03,000 from 
the printcrn' 


bills as paid under the administration of 
his predecessor. 


Hastings succeeded Pattiaon in 1895, 


and the bills for public printing for his 
full term, as per estimate of the state 
treasurer, will amount to $1,130,984, and 
a scandalous case in court involving the 
payment ot another sum of $03,000. 


These are the facts, and when taken in 


connection with the steals all along the 
line oi departments they certainly afford 
sufficient food for thought for serious and 
upright citizens. 


To swell the printers' bills the depart- 


ment reports have been padded, useUae 
and expensive pictures costing in several 
instances $700 per page iiave been inserted, 
and the number of copies of the reports 
allowed by law to be printed has been in- 
creased by substituting two volumes of a 
report for one. 


Comment on such high handed meth- 


ods is useless unless it comes in the form 
of a protest at the battle of the ballots. 


The voters pay the bills, and if they 


like the robberies, well and good. How- 
ever, i! they resent them, they will find in 
George A. Jenks a man who will respect 
their wishes and uphold their demands 
for reform.

The volume was published 
at a cost to the .State of something like 
¥80,000. It contains 415 numbered pages 
of printed matter, with many fancy-color- 
ed and engraved pictures sandwiched in. 
For the delectation of the tax-payers, who 
will foot the bill of advertising and never 
enjoy the hospitality of the landlords 
mentioned, the following sample of adver- 
tisements are presented : 


"On the shores is the 
house, an ex- 


cellent hostelry, kept by Mr. \V. C. Hen- 
ry." 


"As a summer resort, Lake 
is the 


mecca of Northeastern Pennsylvania. The 
lake and park are owned by Hon. 
, of 


Ktroudsburg, Pa." 


GOOD PLACE TO GST BAIT. 


"The nearest hotel is at 
about two 


miles away. It, is the hotel, T. D. 
, 


propiiptor, and he has boats and baits for 
his fish guests.'' 


"The 
hotel is the nearest and best 


hostelry. It is a handsome and well ap- 
pointed place." 


The foregoing are but a few of a number 


of advertisements with which the pages of 
the Fish Commissioners' report is adorned. 
They are literal extracts, except in the 
particular of supplying blank spaces for tbe 
names of the hotels. The Commissioners, 
however omitted nothing in the matter of 
names of persons and hostleriea. 


J1IHDS FIND UOOSTJXG PLACE. 


The ex-economic zoologist, Dr. Warren, 


who stepped out of office when Governor 
Hastings discovered how he had padded 
out other State documents at great cost, 
fills 37 pages of the Fish Commissioners' 
report with a treatise on birds and mam- 
mals. Inserted between these 37 pages are 
15 pages of highly and multi-colored pic- 
tures of birds, and a very pretty picture of 
a mink. Pictures of this class cost several 
hundred dollars each. 


Eighty-four pages are devoted to the 


names and residences of those to whom 
fish fry was distributed to give to such of 
the public as are favored with the report 
information that might well be reserved 
for the Commissioners. 
A history of trout 


culture fills 22 pages. The fish ponds of 
Pennsylvania, many of them exclusive 
property of very exclusive fishing clubs, 
are represented by no less than 119 high- 
priced photographic plates. 


Pennsylvania Germans. 


The Pennsylvania German 
Society 


held its annual meeting in Allentown on 
October 14. The object of the association 
is mainly historical, to gather and preserve 
facts relating to that especial element call- 
ed the Pennsylvania German. The mem- 
bers of the society are of those whose an- 
cestors came from Germany to this coun- 
try before 1800, and who were or are now 
residents in Pennsylvania. 
It is not, 


therefore, a society of foreign born Ger- 
mans, but of men whose ancestry goes 
back, as a rule, to citizenship in Pennsyl- 
vania under Williara Penn ; who were 
participants in the American Revolution 
or assisted in the formation of the Federal 
Union ; who are Americans of Americans. 
The membership compares in social stand- 
ing, in official dignitaries and in intellec- 
tuality with that of any similar body of 
men. In certain counties of the State are 
classes of people known aa the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch, a most thrifty and progres- 
sive of citizens, and whose hospitality is 
most inviting to all who are so fortunate 
as to come under such roof trees. The 
highest tribute that could be paid to this 
class was once made by tbe late eminent 
jurist, Judge Jeremiah S. Black, whose 
grandmother was a resident of York coun- 
ty. He wrote that truth compelled him 
to confess that the "Pennsylvania Dutch" 
was the best blood in his veins.

Selling Game Prohibited. 


The act of June 4,1897, an act which 


onght to be strictly enforced, provides: 


Section 5. That it shall be unlawful at 


any period or season of the year to kill, 
entrap, or pursue with intent to kill or en- 
trap, any elk, deer, -fawn, wild turkey, 
pheasant, grouse, qnail. partridge or wood- 
cock in any part of this Commonwealth 
for the purpose of selling tbe same. And 
it shall be unlawful for the proprietor, 
manager, clerk or agent of any market or 
other person, firm or corporation, to pur- 
chase, sell or expose for sale any elk, deer, 
fawn, wild turkey, pheasant, grouse, quail, 
partridge or woodcock killed or entrapped 
within this Common\velth. That it shall 
be unlawful for the proprietor, manager, 
clerk or agent of any market or 'any other 
person, firm or corporation to purchase for 
the purpose of again selling the same any 
elk, deer, fawn, wild turkey, pheasant, 
grouse, quail, partridge or woodcock killed 
or entrapped within this Commonwealth. 
Whoever shall offend against any of the 
provisions of this section shall be liable to

Usefulness of Wood. Ashes. 


The value of wood ashes as a general 


fertilizer, replete in phosphoric acid and 
various oxides, is well understood ; bur. 
its usefulness for lawn dressing aloue it« 
not so well known. Beautiful turf is 
sure to develop where wood ashes are 
used. Aside from fertilizing properties, 
which increase the luxuriance aad quan- 
tity of root growth, wood ashes seem to 
have the power of awakening dormant 
life, and white clover is sure to appeal 
wherever an application has been made. 
A better and surer foundation for a vel- 
vet turf cannot be found. 


My lawn was never so Cue as the pres- 


ent season, owing its beauty chiefly to 
the semi-annual dressing of wood ashes 
which it has received for several years. 
Although the summer has been hot ana 
dry, the clover, assisted by the garden 
hose, has prevented anything brown and 
bare. A thick mat of short-stemmed 
clovsr leaves serves as a living mulch for 
the grass roots which furnish the luxuri- 
ant pile above their beads — ample work 
for the lawn mower, even in a dry time. 
All bare or weak spots visible m early 
spring should be re-seeded and raked in. 
Ashes must of course be sifted out of 
deference to the machine. If bits of iron 
nails are found in tht> rubbish it should 
be buried around fruit treds or grape 
vines ; one large pear tree, by tlie way, 
never bore decent fruit until old iron 
.was buried about its roots. 


Wood ashes not ouly give a rich color- 


ing to the lawn, but improve the fo.lage 
of all vegetation. I uje them frequently 
to tone up plants in botti tlie flower and 
vegetable garden. Potted tomatoes in 
the hot-bed or cold frame respond very 
quickly to a dash of ashes. Belated 
transplanting often induces yellowish 
foliage, which will assume a blue-green 
tone, some times within three days of a 
single application. There aie few pot- 
ted plants, either indoors or out, which 
are not benefitted by this clean aad sim- 
ple substance within the reach of all.— A 
writer in the American Agriculturist. 


Does Freezing Affect Vitality of 


Seeds. 


In case seeds are well drilled before se- 


vere freezing weather sets in, common 
experience has shown that the vitality is 
not desL-oyed by freezing weather. Tins 
has been repeatedly shown in corn from 
the crib of the experiment station farm. 
Although exposed to all the vicissitudes 
of our variable winters we have frequent- 
ly found that 9-5 to 100 per cent, of the 
corn would germinate. The corn grown 
at this station is a medium variety which 
matures and dries out before severe 
freezing weather begins. In case par- 
tially cured corn is subjected to severe 
freezing the vitality or the germ is in- 
jured and frequently destroyed. The 
sad experience of many farmers attests 
the truth of this statement. 
Careful, 


observant farmers have long noted the 
ill effects of freezing on partially cured 
corn, hence they gai/her their seed corn 
early so that it may become well dried 
out before the setting in of very cold 
weather. It is well known that dry seeds 
will bear exposure to low temperatures 
without losing the power to germinate. 
Whether such low temperature injures 
the vitality without entirely destroying 
it, is a question I am not as yet prepared 
to answer. The injury, if any, to dry 
seeds from freezing is at least impercep- 
tible. There are those who believe that 
the exposing of even dry seeds— especi- 
ally seed corn— to a freezing' tempera- 
ture, will injure the vitality of the germ, 
but I do not recall any experimental 
teats that demonstrate this to be true. 
For all practical purposes it is quite suffi- 
cient for the farmer to know tliiit if Ins 
seeds are well cured before very cold 
weather begins, he may expect them to' 
retain the power to germinate even 
though exposed to severe freezing weath- 
er. In many instances seeds thus cured 
and exposed have been found to germi- 
nate 100 per ceot. and with a satisfactory 
degree of vitality, — iV.

Sore Mouth Among1 Cattle. 


A few weeks ago a disease commonly 


called sore eyes among cattle, assumed 
an epidemic form in many parts of the 
state. Now several localities are report- 
ing another disease called sore mouth 01 
sore foot and mouth. It occurs among 
animals on pasture and is suppposed to 
be due to some condition of the grass. 
It is not known to be contagions, but it 
is a good policy to separate the diseased 
and affected as a safe precaution. The 
animal ceases eating, stands and fre- 
quently champs the jams, and saliva 
drips from the corners of the mouth, 
The muzzle has a peculiar brownish hue 
whiqh extends to the nostills and to the 
inside of the lips. The inside of the lips, 
gums, pads and sides of the tongue 
become reddish. 
The tongue swells, 


aome times to such aa extent as to keep 
the mouth open. There is a very dis- 
agreeable odor about the mouth. After 
a few days the membrane peels off the 
gums, lips and tongue in patches, leaving 
them raw. 
There is otten lameness, 


and soreness of the teats. The disease 
inns its course in six to ten days, during 
which time the animal wi!i he unable to 
eat anything hard. 
The bowels aie 


usually constipated. 


The treatment is to apply an astringent 
wash. Taunic acid, 1 oz, borax, powder- 
ed, 1 oz, glycerine 8 07, aad water suf- 
ficient to make a quart, has been recom- 
mended. 
A 
saturated 
solution of 
boracic acid is good. Mafee giuels and 
sloppy feed for diet. In a few cases this 
disease has been reported as black 
tongue. This is a mistake, as black 
tonge is one form of anthrax. 


Packing Ice on the Faviu. 


Many farmers put up a small quantity 


of ice during the winter, but find it dif- 
ficult to keep it through the summer. 
In the large ice-houses the immense 
quantity of ice keeps the temperature in 
the building so near the freezing point 
that a little marsh bay put on the top is 
sufficient protection from the heat. In 
a small ice-house, says a writer in 
Hoard's Dairyman, a greater propor- 
tion of the ice is exposed around the 
sides, and "I have found it necessary to 
use aix inches of saw dust between the 
ice and boards, and three inches on the 
top before putting on the hay. Even 
with this precaution, the ice melted 
rapidly and September usually found me 
without ice. Finally, I dug down three 
feet below the service, and this part of it 
keepa perfectly, even the soft snow put 
between the cakes, can now, at the end 
of summer, be taken out in haudfuls 
Here there is a gravel bottom, so to give 
good drainage.

USEFUL HINTS. 


To take paint out of linen use potaah

The best way to brighten copper is 


rub hard wil'h a woolen cloth dipped i 
a strong solution of oxalic acid, then ru 
oil with a dry cloth, and before it drie 
rub briskly with silver powder, bein 
very caieful of the acid, as it is a poison 


In cleaning the house closed durin 


the summer care should be taken to wip 
off into cloths the dust trom flooia an 
ledges,, aud to use tbe carpet sweetie 
over tbe eaipets to remove tbe'woist o 
the dust. 
This is to prevent the circula 


tion in the air of the accumulated'an 
germ-ladened dust of a loBg-darkene 
bouse. Probably at no other time is th 
unsanitary feather dusfer more nnsan 
tary than when flirted by an ignoran 
servant in a newly-opened bouse. 


To take out all stains which are no 


metallic, mix two teaspoontuls of wate 
with one of spirits of salt (muratic acid) 
Let the stain lie in it for one or twomin 
utes; then rinse the article in cold wa 
ter. This will be found particularly use 
f ul in removing stains from white goods 


To destroy the sooty smell sometime 


noticed in a room where an oppu fireplace 
or grate has been closed for the summe 
make a fire of packed newspapers anc 
ground coffee. 
Tbe coffee should be 


freely sprinkled among and over Hi 
newspapers before they are lighted. TI e 
heat extracts the aroma and disinfecting 
qualities of the coffee, which purifies the 
room, while the warmth engendered is 
very fleeting. 


Gloss can be quickly removed from a 


garment by a gentle friction with emery 
paper. The fabric must be rubbed hard 
enough to raise the nap; and in case of 
cashmere or other smooth goods, rub the 
place with a warmed silk handkerchief. 


In judging as to the odor of meat pass 


a clean kuite, which has been dipped in 
hot water, through it, and examine sub- 
sequently as to the odor of the knife. 
Tainted meat often gives off a plainly 
perceptible and disagreeable odor while 
being cooked. Good meat is elastic to 
tbe touch. Meat that is wet and flabby 
should be discarded. 


To restore strong ham to its original 


freshness, slice and soak over night in 
milk, either sweet or sour. 


When wiping up the floor before pu'- 


ting the carpet down, sprinkle it all over 
with salt v/hile damp ; this will greatly 
prevent moths. 


A recipe for cleaning marble, etc. : 


Mix up a quantity of the strongest soap 
lees with quick lime to the consistency 
of milk, and lay it on the stone, etc., for 
24 hours; clean it afterward with soap 
and water and it will appear is new. 
Note.—This may be improved by rub- 
bing or polishing it afterward with some 
putty-powdar and olive oil. 


A Good Cake. 


Some housakeepers alway keep cake on 


the cable, and really no dinner or lun- 
cheon seems complete without it. A 
good cake is not wholesome, unless ex- 
ceed lingly rich, and, as a rule, most 
people are fond of it. It is a mistake to 
always bake the same kind, because the 
family tire of it, aud if it happens to be 
a nice recipe the housekeeper does not 
wish to use it so often that it is at last 
left untasted on the table. 


One housekeeper who always has nice 


cake is laughed at by the family becaua 
she serves the same cake under so man 
different disguises, but every one eats i 
with a relish just tbe same. Her recip 
may not be found in cook books, but i 
is very simple. Beat up two eggs ver. 
light, and add three-fourths of a cup o 
sugar creamed with a half cup of butter 
When stirred smooth pour in a ver 
small cupful of milk. Stir into this on 
and three-quarters cupfuls of sifted ilou 
into which has been thoroughly mixed 
heaping teaspoonful of baking 
If a plain loaf cake is desired a U 
voring is beaten into this 
cake is sometimes baked in a largejdj 
ping pan and cut when cool, o 
baked in cake tins, usually two. 


It is in the filling where the variet 


comes in. Sometimes it is a lemon o 
orange custard cake; sometimes a choc 
olate, caramel, coeoanut, or raisin cream 
cake. Delicious filling is made from hal 
a cup of water, a tablespoonful of butter 
two or three of sugar and the juice and 
grated rind of a lemon or orange. Thi 
is allowed to come to a boil when it'i 
thickened by a litte corn-starch moisten 
ed with water. 
Vanilla or almonc 


flavoring extract may be used insteacl'o 
the lemon or orange. An uriflavore 
custard may be nsed between the layers 
and sprinkled thickly with coeoanut 
When shredded coeoanut is used th 
fillings should be spread on both layer 
iu ordsr that they will adhere and no 
fall apart when a piece of the cake i 
taken up. 


.Soft, creamy icing is made by using 


confectioners' or powered su?ar moisten 
ed with a little hot water and stirred nn 
til smooth. Chopped cuts mixed with 
the icing make a delicious ailing as also 
does chopped raisins, stirred in just be 
fore spreading. Grated chocolate melt 
ed in a dish placed in hot water and then 
mixed with the icing is also very gooe 
for a filling. Plenty of chocolate should 
be used. Caramel for filling makes a 
fine tasting cake. To make it take two 
cups of graiiulated sugar, two-thirds of 
a cup of cream or milk and butter tbe 
size of an egg. Scorch a little of the 
sugar very carefully by putting a pan on 
the back of the stove, then mix in the 
other ingredients, first heated. Let it 
boil about ten minutes, taen beat until 
almost cold, and spread. A little choco- 
late added to this is delicious, or it may 
be flavored with vanilla as desired, 


Cup cakes baked in gem pans can be 


made from this recipe. If a half cupful 
of dried currants are added, so much the 
better. A loaf cake with raisins, cur- 
rants, citron and flavoring in it is especi- 
ally good for a change, but it requires a 
slower oven than when baked in layerp. 
If a little thought is exercised there may 
be fresh cake on the table every day and 
not the same kind either. This lecipe ia 
very simple, and when served in its vari- 
ations will be found very good.
